AID TO CHINA. 


Forecast Early Settlement of 
All Troubles. 


Coalition Cabinet Includes 
the ist 


Southern Provinces Abandon 
Military Measures.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Early 
Settlement of China's troubles was 
forecast today in dispatches to the 
State Deparfment, telling of the 
beneficial effect of the recent Ameri- 
can note. Other dispatches to the 
Chinese Legation announced the for- 
mation of a coalition Cabinet, in- 
cluding representatives of the seces- 
sionists and giving added details of 
the abandonment of military meas- 
ures by the southern provinces. 

The new Cabinet, according to 
legation advices, is to be a coalition 
body with representatives of both 
the Constitutionalists and the Mili- 
tarists. Li Ching Shi, whom Presi- 
dent Li had unsuccessfully sought 
for Premier after the dismissal of 
Tuan Chi Jul, notified the legation 
that he had accepted the post in 
the belief that the factions had 
solved their differences and thelt 
the peace was at hand. Gen. Wane 
Shep Chen, former Chief of the 
General Staff, is named as Minister 
of War after having been named 
for a similar position in the seces- 
sionist government. Admiral Sir Sah 
Chen Ping is Minister of the Navy. 

The American note to China, urg- 

ing both factions to compose their 
Gifferences, about which so much 
misunderstanding centered, was re- 
ported to the department has having 
created a very favorable impression 
in China. Great Britain, Japan and 
France declined to follow this coun- 
try’s course of action on the ground 
that any suggestions from the out- 
side would be apt to have a bad 
effect. 
The settlement of the internal 
crisis will expedite China's entrance 
into the war, according to opinion 
here. All parties in China are said 
to be in favor of war but to have 
refused to enter it under the former 
leadership.

Final Rallies in Hundreds of 
Cities Held. 


Definite Figures are not Yet 
Available.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Over- 
subscription of the Red Cross $100,- 
000,000 mercy fund seemed assured 
tonight when the eight-day nation- 
wide campaign closed with final ral- 
Mes in hundreds of American cities. 

The country’s total, outside New 
York City, tabulated by Red Cross 
headquarters late tonight, was $690,- 
660,000 and pledges were pouring in 
at the rate of about a million an 
hour. New York City’s total, al- 
though not announced, was believed 
to be near $40,000,000, the city's 
quota. 

Definite figures will not be avail- 
able until tomorrow, when cities 
report the results of their last-min- 
ute efforts, but Red Cross officials 
tonight said they had no doubt that 
the totals will show that American 
generosity has responded in the same 
spirit as for the Liberty Loan, with 
millions More than asked. 

All through the week additions 
will be made to the fund, for cam- 
paign committees in a number of 
cities gathered so much momentum 
that they insisted on continuing the 
canvass beyond the fixed time. 

The next two or three weeks will 
be devoted to gathering in the money 
promised in individual pledges. 
Meanwhile, Red Cross officials will 
try to formulate plans for the most 
efficient expenditure of the millions, 
large portions of which already are 
sought by humanitarian interest in 
France, Russia, Rumania and other 
European war-stricken countries, as 
well as here in America. 

Just as the campaign was closing 
@ night, the first actual money reached 
the Red Cross treasury by aerial 
messenger. Miss Katherine Stinson, 
a young airwoman, descending upon 
the capital at the end of a two days’ 
fiving trip from Buffalo, Albany, New 
York and Philadelphia, carried to 
Secretary McAdoo, treasurer of the 
Red Cross, money and pledges gath- 
ered from cities she visited. — 

CITIES AS RIVALS. 

The rivalries among cities, which 
has been a distinct feature of the 
week's campaign, were emphasized 
tonight by the scores of messages 
reaching national headquarters here. 
saying tomorrow's reports would 
show gratifying totals. Cities which 
had not yet reached their apportion- 
ments reported their canvassing 
committees were working until mid- 
night and would resume early to- 
morrow in an effort to equal or ex- 
their allotments before report- 
ng. 

Funds were sought today in the 
name of Maj.-Gen. Pershing and 
American forces in France, for it 
was designated “Pershing Day.” 

New York managers intimated that 
their report tomorrow would show 
an oversubscription of the city’s 
$40,000.000 quota and that they 
would try to produce as much as the 
balance of the country combined.

Johnson, a patrolman, was acquitted 


by the Jury. 

Judge erdinand A. Geiger of 
Milwaukee, special judge in the 
case, set July 10 for hearing a mo- 


tion for a new . 

The convicted men were permit- 
ted to go on their present bonds 
of $2500 to $5000 until tomorrow, 
when the question of increasing 
these will be passed on by the court. 

Seven others who were indicted in 
the case pleaded gullty some time 


ago. 

The jury's verdict was reached 
after three hours’ deliberation. The 
indictment tn the case charged vio- 
lation of section 19 of the Federal 
Penal Code, which provides itmpria- 
onment and fine againat participants 
of a conspiracy to injure persons in 
the exercise of civil rights. One 
count of the indictment alleged the 
prevention of men from voting and 
the other charged an injury to can- 
didates for eral office in that a 
fair election was preven 
conspiracy. 

The case grew out of a civi] suit 
for damages for the alleged pre- 
vention from voting of a negro in 
which the 1914 political conditions 
in one city precinct were exposed.

FOLSOM, June 25.-——-All the con- 
victs at Folsom prison were locked 
up today, while the guards combed 
the surrounding country in an effort 
to find Dick.

“There will, of course, be no pro- 
hibition of exports. The normal 
course of trade will be interfered 
with as little as possible and, so far 
as possible, only its abnormal course 
directed. The whole object will be 
to direct exports in such a way that 
they will go first and by preference 
where they are most needed and 
most immediately needed, and tem- 
) Dorarily to withhold them if neces- 
sary, where they can best be spared. 

“Our primary duty in the matter 
of foodstuffs and like n is 
to see to it that the peoples asso- 
ciated with us in the war get as 
generous a proportion as possible of 
our surplus; but it will also be our 
wish and purpose to supply the neu- 
tral nations whose peoples’ demand 
upon us for such supplies, as nearly 
in proportion to their need as the 
amount to be divided permits. 

“There will thus be little cheek 
put upon the volume of exports, and 
the prices obtained for them will 
not be affected by this regulation. 

“This policy will be carried out, 
not by prohibitive § regulations, 
therefore, but by a system of licens- 
ing exports which will be as simply 
organized and administered as pos- 
sible, so as to constitute no impedi- 
ment to the normal flow of com- 
merce. In brief, the free play of 
trade will not be arbitrarily inter- 
fered with; it will only be intelli- 
gently and systematically directed in 
the light of full information with 
regard to needs and market condi- 
tions throughout the world and the 
necessities of our people at home 
and our armies and the armies of 
our associates abroad. 

“The government is taking,-or has 
taken, steps to ascertain, for exam- 
ple, just what the available present 
supply of wheat and corn is remain- 
ing from the crops of last year; to 
learn from each of the countries ex- 
porting those foodstuffs from the 
United States what their purchases 
in this country now are, and where 
they are stored; and what their 
needs are, in order that we may ad- 
Just things so far as possible to our 
own needs and free stocks; and this 
information is in course of being 
rapidly supplied. 

“The cases of wheat and corn will 
serve as an illustration of all the 
rest of supplies of all kinds. Our 
trade can be successfully and profit- 
ably conducted now, the war pushed 
to a victorious issue, and the needs 
of our own people and of the other 
peoples with whom we gre still free 
to trade efficiently met only by sys- 
tematic direction: and that is what 
will be attempted.” a 

REDFIELD EXPLAINS. 

Secretary Redfield explained to- 
night the probable plan of licensing, 
as follows: 

“The quantity of the particular 
commodity to be exported under li- 
cense will be determined by the ex- 
porta council, and upon the advice 
of the departments concerned, and 
with such facts as may be presented 
by the trade as far as possible. No 
new machinery except that absolute- 
ly ‘necessary is ted to carry on 
the routine worky the responsibility 
for the adminéstration work is 
placed tn a responsible executive de- 
partment: each Interested executive 
department has a voice in determin- 
ing the policies of export control. 
The Secretary of State. on account 
of the political significance of the 
consideration of exports, has the 
final decision as to the policy of ex- 
port control.”

RICE-FIXING — AND HOW IT HAS 
WORKED IN OTHER LANDS. 

Possibly the most difficult problem of 
modern ffee governments is to co-ordinate 
efficiency and democracy. A 
taunt of despotism is that democracy means 
mediocrity; that under ufiversal suffrate 
government will not represent the higher 
intelligence of the educated classes, but the 
grosser instincts of the proletariat. This 
accusation is true only in part. There is a 
blind force, which may be termed the energy 
of ignorance, that sweeps periodically in a 
whirlwind of passion over every free gov- 
ernment, causing its very foundation to 
tremble. Those free governments endure 
that are stron® énotigh to resist sudden 
tempests. One of these cyclones has been 
loosed in the United States by the rapid 
advance in price and thréatened shortage 
in the necessities of life. 

“Prices are too high; the government 
ought to do something about it. Why 
doesn't the government regulate these 
prices by law so that the speculators can't 
rob the working lasses?” Bvery one of 
us has listened to this line of talk fre- 
quentiy during the last three months. It 
has become a topic of almost as universal 
discussion as the Weather. A stock afeu- 
ment is that a dollar a bushel is enough 
for wheat: ergo, the gOVernment should 
pass a law fixing the price of wheat at one 
dollar a bushel and stop all this food #pec- 
ulation. 

Unfortunately the economics of a society 
compromising more than 190,000,000 indl- 
viduals cannot be regulated jike the move 
ment of a clock. For the last month Con- 
gress committee hearings have been held 
to discuss this vexed subject of food regu- 
lation and control. The preponderance of 
the evidence is to the effect that govern- 
ment interference only aggravates the ma)- 
ady. In taking up the food problem after 
two and a half years of the war have elapsed 
it is possible fbr our government to study 
the effect of food regulation in other coun- 
tries. The experiences of England, France 
and Germany with food regulation are well 
worth our careful consideration. 


Germany started in January, 1915, by fix- 
ing a maximum price for wheat and pro- 
viding for strict governmental control of 
the sorcées of distribution. This regula- 
tion Was comparatively easy, for the réa- 
son that the railway linés were owned and 
Operated by thé government. After six 
months of futile experiment the German gov- 
ernment repealed the maximum price res- 
ulation and abandoned the attempt to regu- 
late from a central point the distribution 
of grain. Here is what happened: just as 
soon as the government fixed a maximum 
price that price Was adopted by -every re- 


~tafler in Germany as the minimum price. 


No one expected to buy lower than the 
price named by the government Fixing 
the pricé did not relieve the shortage: 
prices had advanced because there was not 
ehough of the product to go round. While 
everyone was willing to pay the govern- 
mént price, there was not enough to be had 
at any price. Sharp practices appeared; 
the well-to-do would pay a commission to 
secure the amount to which they were for- 
merly accustomed; they would éven lay in 
secret stocks against a further advance in 
prices. This unfairness caused the shoft- 
age to be still greater. Soon the poor were 
practically deprived of bread. The free pub- 
li¢ markets, stipervised by the government 
agents, were Without supplies. At the end 
of six months the whole scheme was aban- 
doned. 

The experience of the French government 
was as similar as one pea is like another: 
but the French government experimented 
for two years before it abandoned the plan. 
German and French economists agree that 
their govefnments were starting at the 
Wrong @nd In place of interfering with 
distribution and consumption, both are now 
devoting their whole attention to encour- 
aging and stimulating production. In each 
country there was an estimated 30 per cent. 
shortage in grain: the oftly way to relieve 
thie shortage was to encourage the planting 
of a greater acreage and to assist the farm- 
ers in securing the necessary labor to plant 
and to harvest the crops. 


Efgiahd has made a start in the right 


direction by fixing a minimum price to be 
paid to the farmers for certain food prod- 
ucts. This is to be guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment for a period of five years. It has 
resulted in getting a number of farmers to 
plow up Valuable pasturé land and plant it 
in crops. No guaranteed price within rea- 
son for a single harvest would compensate 
for destroying so much pastirage: but the 
guarantee for a number of vears has proven 
the necéssary incentive. 

These fatte have all been placed at the 
disposal of members of Congress; but there 
is a continuous clamor for a maximum 
price to curb the grain speculator The 
members of the Democratic thajority seem 
to fear loss of political’ prestige if they do 
not heed this clamor: and the result is a 
vaciliating policy that is lending aid and 
comfort to our enemies and discouraging 
our Allies. 

Meddling with the marketing will never 
in¢rease production. We are facing a short- 
age in necessities this summer; if the war 
continues with unabated force next year the 
shortage will be still greater. While the 
shortage existe there is certain to be a 
sharp increase in prices This we must 
face with the determination to make the 
best of an unfortunate situation. The House 
of Representatives has already voted an 
appropriation of $150,000,000 to aid in gov- 
ernment regulation It would seem that 
the best purpose to which this money could 
be put would be to stimulate production 
and secure additional labor for the farmer. 
As the supply increases the tension of the 
demand will be lowered, and with that will 
come lower prices. 

All attempté to limit prices that are not 
based on an increased production afe 
doomed in advance to failure. If there is a 
desire to limit spefulation in futures, that 
ean be accomplished by government super- 
vision of the stock exchange. But even 
this move is of doubtful efficacy; a farmer 
will increase his acreage if he can contract 
for the crop at a figure which assures a 
profit before the field is planted. Prohibit 
this possibility and production will be stint- 
ed. We must not make the mistake of 
treating the symptoms in place of the dis- 
ease.

Ever since the deciatation of war life 
in America has been one long. constant, 
breathless, giddy, bewildering succession of 
drives and campaigns and posters and ap 
peals and demands on the time afd money 
and resources of big business and little 
business, of the long pocketbook and the 
short purse—appeals to reach all hearts 
and ali brains and all bank accounts, ap- 
peals in the name of patriotism and hu- 
manity and noble causes that sprang full 
grown from the empty scabbard when Un- 
cle Sam unsheathed the sword. 

So it has been, day after day, week after 
week, month after month. In many guises 
and forms have the calis for money, and 
yet more money, crowded oné on top of the 
other. American patriotism and American 
generosity have been tested as these quali- 
ties were never before tested in the history 
of the world—and, thank God! they have not 
been found wanting. 

The nation has responded nobly. It has 
been infinitely patient and accepted every 
rush call for assistance as an appeal to 
But now the business men of Amer- 
lea ask time te recover? breath, to take 
stock, to check up the accounts. They 
have been running so fast; they would like 
to find out where they stand. They want 
to look back for a short space on what 
they have done—and to look forward to 
what they have yet to do. 

Ladies and gentlemen, the American purse 
is a long one and shaped like the horn of 
plenty. Americans have been spilling the 
contents lavishly, but the horn of plenty 
tapers toward the bottom. Financial obll- 
gations were many before the war started— 
and they began at home: they will be many 
after the war i¢ over. The country’s mon- 
ey-earners have met every appeal. Now 
let up for a While! Give time to temper 
generous inipulses with business discretion. 

American monéy-earners have been rushed 
and crowded and hoorayed and bannered 
and processiofed and raliied and soctlety- 
functioned out of their seven sober senses. 
They are willing to go on giving so long As 
the need is apparent. ,All they ask is to 
be allowed to carry on the good work of 
the e¢ountry somewhat more quietly and 
thoughtfully and restfully. Even in cases 
where there has been a fear of indisecre- 
tion and hysteria the country has been loyal 
and generotis. The people have raised mil- 
lions for the Red Cross, although not at 
all sure that all that money will be need- 
efi—although many have bhbelleved the 
“drive” was premature. We have been 
loyal soldiers, all, and fallen into line. 

Moreover, as good and responsible citt- 
zene we cannot allow our zeal for the sue- 
cess of the American arms to blind us to, 
the fact that county expenses won't stop 
because the cotintry is at war; that city 
expenses have to be met the same as in 
peace times~and that the new City Coun- 
cll has already hinted that the budget ts 
more likely to go higher than lower. 

Unele Sam does not point anh accusing 
finger at you from & compelling: poster to 
remind you of your civic duties. Pretty 
girls don’t go around with baskets and en- 
velopes to receive your eity taxes. Radges 
and tags and emblems are not meted out 
as rewards of merit to the householder who 
has discharged honorably his monthly ac 
counts to the butcher and the grocer and 
the ice man. And to paraphrase a biblical 
text—if a man pay not hie debts to his 
brother at home whom he hath seen, how 
can he pay his debts to the cause of hu- 
manity abroad which he hath not seen? 

Every American worthy of the name te 
willing to do his share, and a little more 
than his share, te meet the heavy expenses 


incurred by the nation in entering the great 
world War. Those who persist in the so- 
tien that he must be shamed or rushed, 
before he has had time to think, into doing 
his manifest duty pay a poor compliment to 
the solid worth on which is founded the 
solid American character. And those whe, 
in a rush of enthusiasm or a whirl of e2- 
citement, have subseribed to noble causes 
money that they will afterwards need to 
meet their prosaic, every-day obligations 
will not be acquiring the highest brand of 
patriotism in the day when the tat or the 
interest falls due; and the exchequer is 
filled only with Mbbons and badges and 
memories that thrill and burn. 

For the last two months we all have 
bought and bought and pald and paid till 
even the most generous of our business 
mén begin to feel the pinch Others have 
actually faced dire necessity in meeting the 
ceaseless appeals. Now let up! No more 
“drives” and campaigns for a while! 


AJ. FREDERICK PALMER. 

In acquiring Maj. Frederick Palmer 
as a member of his staff, Maj-Gen. Per- 
shing, the distinguished American soldier 
now serving in France, has secured the serv- 
ices of a thorotighly-cood man, a veteran 
correspondent and a journalist who has seen 
service in many fields. The Times speaks 
whereof it knows in this regard. 

Frederick Palmer was born at Pleasant- 
ville, Pa., January 29, 1873. He began work 
as & War correspondent for a London paper 
in 1895, in Greece. In 1897 he visited the 
Klondike as a special writer, and with the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American War hur- 
ried to the Philippines, returning with Ad- 
miral Dewey on the round-the-world trip in 
1899. In the outset of the Filipino insur- 
rection (February, 1899,) he was on the 
firing Iie north of Manila, and the writer 
of thie editorial paragraph spent the night 
of March 25, 1899, with him en bivovac on 
the banks of the turbulent Tullahan River, 
with the embattled Filipino insurrectos 
hard by. In 1900 he again returned to the 
Philippines, and the same year joined the 
reliefor-Peking expedition. Until! 1903 he 
divided his attention between Central Amer- 
jean and Macedonian insurrections; and in 
1905-4 represented the London Times and 
Collier's Weekly in the fleld with the first 
Japanese army against Russia. In 1907-8 he 
accompanied the American battie fleet on 
its tour of the world; and the following 
year returned to Central America, from 
where he went to Turkey to report the 
Turkish revolution. In 1912 he was in the 
field during the Balkan war. With the out- 
break of the European war he becatte the 
accredited correspondent for the American 
press with the British army and fleet.

No German Princess Need Apply. 
British society is deeply exercised 
over the task of picking a bride for 
the Prince of Walés. “A British 
Queen for the British” is ite motto.

blood in her veins, married a Ger 
man and Edward the Seventh was 
half German and half Bheglish. 
ward married a Dane, and George 
the Fifth is one-fourth British and 
three-fourths of foreign blood, 
George the Fifth married a German, 
and the present Prince of Walés Is 
therefore only one-eighth English 
end seventh-eighths foreign. 

Northeliffe’s Weekly Dispatch 
says: “So far as Britain is con- 
cerned the German royal matrimé- 
nial emporium henceforth is a bank- 
rupt and discredited concern, and 
the marriageable members of our 
royal family will be pleased to look 
for consorts nearer home.” 

And the London Evening Star 
says: “We want no more foreign- 
ers in our royal family. It is not 
their fault. It is their misfortune, 
that they are pure Germanti in blood, 
and that whenever and wherever @ 
royal prince or princess is born it is 
sure German in blood. There is no 
British blood in our royal family.

The British Constitution. 

Now and again a.patriotic Eng- 
lishman loosens his tongue in un 
stinted eulogy of the British const!- 
tution, but when asked by an in- 
quiring American where a copy of 
it ean be obtained, he is compelled 
to admit that, aceording to American 
interpretation of the word consti- 
tution, there is ho British constitu- 
tion. An American constitution of 
State or nation is a written organic 
law, concocted by a convention of 
delegates elected by the people and 
subsequently ratified by pwpular 
vote, and any statute law enacted 
in Violation of such constitution will 
be declared invalid by the courts. 

The British constitution ts not 
written. It is like the English com- 
mon law, a collection of maxims 
resting in parole. These furnish 
rules of decision for Bneglish courts 
unless and until they are set aside 
by acts of Parliament. The power 
of Parliament is supreme. It can 
abolish trial by jury and habeas 
corpus. It can enact laws to take 
private property for public use with- 
out compensation: It can do away 
with freedom of the press, of speech 
and of religion. It can make taxa- 
tion unéqual and wnuniform. It can 
pass bills of attainder and ex post 
facto laws. 

It is true that the great Saxon 
guarantees of liberty and order se- 
cured in our Constitution exist in 
what is called the British constitu- 
tion from Whence they were taken, 
but as the British constitu is not 
an organic law, but only a collection 
of customs, a British Parliament 
may do what an American Congress 
or State Legislature cannot do— 
legislate without restriction. 

Were it not for the safeguards of 
the Constitution persofal liberty, 
trial jury, the elective ahd other 
political franchises, liberty of cun- 
science, 6f speech and of the press 
and the possession of property 
would be at the mercy of a majority 
of the Legislature which a majority 
of the voters might place in power 
and one class of citizens might de- 
“poll another class of thelr prop- 
erty. 

One of the most vicious proposi- 
tlons advanced by the late Progree- 
sive party was that a majority of 
the voters and not the courts should 
have the right to interpret the Con- 
stitution, and that the voters, bdr 
their décision at the polls, might 
overrule and reverse the courts. 

This they may, to a certain ex- 
tent, do now indirectly in Califor- 
nia under the recall by voting out 
of his seat a judge who has decided 
the law contrary to the public wish, 
and electing in his place tome weak- 
ling without a conscience. But it is 
to the credit of the people that ther 
have contented themselves with 
electing a few seotindrels and dem- 
agogues to the Legislature and have 
hot placed specimens of the hyena 
or of the equus asinus on the bench.

In 1870 he 
graduated from Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity and had since been honored 
by that institution wit® the degree 
of A.M. Nebraska Wesleyan Uni- 
VYersity conferred upon him the 
@egrees of D.D., and LL.D. 
In 1882 he Was appointed a post 
Chaplain in the regular army and 
served at various army poste on the 
frontier.

TERMINAL PLAN 
TO BE SHAPED. 


City Attorney to Meet with 
Railroad Commission. 


And Discuss Union Depot and 
Grade Crossings. 


How City will Get Necessary 
Money is a Problem. 


City Attorney Stephens left last 
night for San Francisco, where he 
will confer with the State Railroad 
Commission on important questions 
in connection with the proposed 
change of grade crossings and the 
building of a union terminal for the 
transcontinental railroads. The 
City Attorney was advised to make 
the trip by the Public Utilities Com- 
mittee of the Council. 

According to a decision rendered 
recently by the Supreme Court, the 
city and the Railroad Commission 
must co-operate in the direction of 
the proposed improvements and Mr. 
Stephens said yesterday he wants to 
know exactly the extent to which 
the commission expects to be re- 
sponsible. 

“The proposed work is of great 
importance to Los Angeles,” eaid 
Mr. Stephens, “and we do not want 
to go into the matter without a full 
understanding of our responsibili- 
ties. There must be no conflict be- 
tween the city and the commission 
and it is imperative that the city 
know just what the commission ex- 
pects to do.” 

it has been estimated that the 
changing of grade crossings will cost 
upwards of $5,000,000, the plan be- 
ing to remove all hazards from 
crossing the tracks of the transcon- 
tinental railroads and the tracks of 
the Pacific Electric. 

The tentative plan is to build 
tracks for the steam railroads along 
the river bed and cross them to 
Boyle Heights by means of bridges 
or Viaducts, and then construct spurs 
east and west to the various busi- 
ness plants. Pacific Electric cars 


may all reach the center of the 
business district on elevated rail- 
roads, 


While many had believed the city 
would escape with very little ex- 
pense in having the general plan 
for elimination of crossings worked 
out, the ruling of the Supreme 
Court was to the effect that the cost 
to Los Angeles may be very heavy. 

Mr. Stephens safd the charter 
does not provide a way for the city 
to raise its share of the expense. It 
cannot be raised by a bond issue or 
general taxation. 

“Just how we are going to get the 
money is a big question,” said Mr. 
Stephens, “and it seems we should 
be very slow in getting into this 
thing.”

UDGET COMMITTEE 
IS RUSHING WORK. 


ROUGH DRAFT OF DOCUMENT 
IS NEARLY COMPLETED. 


Patrolmen will Receive Increase 
of About 5 Per Cent.—Total Rate 
for City Taxes will Probably be 
Little More than Anticipated by 
the Committeemen. 


President Betkouski of the Coun- 
cil and Chairman Wheeler of the 
Finance Committee worked until 
midnight last night on the budget 
for the next fiscal year, and an- 
nounced that they would have the 
voluminous document in rough 
draft by 12 o'clock tonight, Tomor- 
row they will invite the department 
heads into a conference, and ask 
them to make further reductions in 
the estimates. The budget must get 
to the Council for passage not later 
than Friday, and this is assured. 

“We are endeavoring to keep the 
total city tax rate below $1.40,” 
said Chairman Wheeler, “but it is 
possible it will be as high as $1.42. 
However, there still is some chance 
of making material cuts, and if so, 
we will stay within the $1.40 
mark.” 

Yesterday the committee, which 
is working in conjunction with J, 
S. MecQuiston, assistant City Au- 
ditor, decided to recommend an in- 
about 6 per cent. 
to patrolmen. In some in- 
stances the increase will be great- 
er. For instance, patrolmen who 
now receive $83 per month will get 
$89, according to the plan, while 
patrolmen who are getting $100 will 
get $105.
